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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


1 .  The  schedule  and  agenda  of  the  Convention  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  or 
the  presiding  officer  reflecting  the  requirements  of  Canon  No.  2,  and  to  the  extent 
practicable  shall  be  anounced  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

2.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  right,  however,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention  present  and  voting  to  change  such  schedule  or 
agenda,  except  those  items  mandated  under  Canon  No,  2. 

3.  Resolutions  shall  be  presented  prior  to  10:00  a.m.  of  the  first  day  of  the 
Convention,  except  for  courtesy  Resolutions,  unless  later  presentation  is  autho¬ 
rized  by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  of  the  convention  present  and  voting. 

4.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  is  seconded  and 
reduced  to  writing. 

5.  All  main  motions  and  amendments  thereto  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting,  except  for  the  following  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote: 

A.  Suspension  of  the  rules 

B.  The  previous  question 

C.  Changing  the  time  limit  of  debate 

D.  Reconsideration,  if  proposed  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

6.  A  member  may  not  speak  more  than  once  on  any  motion  until  all  other  delegates 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  sp>eak. 

7.  Speeches  shall  be  limited  to  no  more  than  three  minutes  in  length,  unless  the 
member  is  speaking  on  behalf  of  a  motion  from  a  deaneiy  when  the  member  may 
speak  for  no  more  than  four  minutes. 

8.  All  statements  shall  be  delivered  from  the  floor  except  for 

A.  Reports  by  officers,  committee  chairpersons,  or  their  representatives 

B.  Special  guests  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Clergy  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  in  the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without 
the  right  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

10.  In  case  a  parliamentary  problem  should  arise  which  is  not  covered  by  existing 
rules,  the  authority  shall  be  Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  Newly  Revised. 

1 1 .  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions  unless  altered  or 
rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

November  5-6,  1993 

The  Convention  began  on  Friday  Evening,  November  5,  at  6  PM,  with  the 
Conventual  Mass  celebrated  by  The  Rt  Rev’d  Francis  C.  Gray,  the  Bishop  of  Northern 
Indiana,  at  the  Cathedral  of  St  James,  South  Bend — a  beautiful  liturgy  under  the 
direction  of  Fr  Michael  Basden  with  the  combined  choirs  of  the  Cathedral  cind  St 
Michael  and  All  Angels.  Bishop  Gray  was  assisted  by  Canon  David  Seger  and  Dean 
Frederick  Mann.  Bishop  Gray  preached  on  the  necessity  of  being  led  by  the  Spirit  of 
God,  even  as  a  diocesan  convention,  looking  forward  especially  to  the  challenges  that 
lay  before  this  particulair  convention,  i.  ,e. ,  the  Centennial  Fund  Drive  and  the  planting 
of  new  churches.  He  used  a  quotation  from  St  Augustine  as  his  focus:  “Unto  Him  who 
is  eveiywhere  we  move  by  love  and  not  by  navigation.” 

After  the  Mass  the  company  repaired  to  the  Marriott  Hotel  for  the  annual  banquet. 
After  supper.  Bishop  Gray  introduced  Dean  Mann  who  introduced  the  chairman  of  the 
cathedral  committee  resi>onsible  for  planning,  Mrs  Lloyd  Bane,  and  her  staff.  The  Rt 
Rev’d  William  C.  R.  Sheridan,  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana,  Retired,  was  also  introduced 
and  welcomed  to  convention,  along  with  his  wife,  Rudith.  After  the  introductions  the 
convention  was  addressed  by  The  Rt  Rev’d  Peter  James  Lee,  the  Bishop  of  Virginia.  His 
address  challenged  the  idea  that  we  are  tiying  to  do  the  best  we  can  with  limited 
resources  in  the  Church  and  talked  about  God’s  unlimited  resources.  All  that  can 
hinder  the  utilizaton  of  these  resources  is  fear  or  division.  Bishop  Sheridan  dismissed 
the  company  with  his  blessing. 

Convention  reconvened  on  Saturday  morning  for  the  business  session  at  9:05  with 
prayer  by  Bishop  Gray. 

The  Rev’d  Harold  Comer,  Chairman  of  the  Credentials  Committee,  reported  that 
of  81  clergy  eleigible  to  vote,  52  had  registered;  of  96  laity  entitled  to  vote,  83  were 
present.  Bishop  Gray  declared  that  there  was  a  quorum  present  and  that  convention 
was  organized  for  business. 

Bishop  Gray  first  introduced  clergy  new  in  the  diocese:  The  Very  Rev’d  Frederick 
Mann,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral;  The  Rev’d  Frank  King  with  a  new  p>osition  as  Rector  of 
St  Paul’s,  Gas  City;  The  Rev’d  Michael  Haas,  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Logansport;  and 
the  Rev’d  Margaret  Harker,  newly  ordained  as  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King,  Huntington. 

Prayers  for  the  departed  clergy  were  offered,  there  being  only  one  death  in  the  past 
year,  The  Rev’d  Richard  Taylor,  not  canonically  resident,  but  retired  at  Michigan  City, 
who  had  served  there  and  at  Chesterton. 

Tim  Gray  was  then  called  upon  to  introduce  the  pages:  Peter  Chiles,  Jeff 
Foldenhauer,  Ted  Haas,  Susan  Powers,  Jonas  Walker,  Julie  Cockram,  Liz  Hamby, 
Margo  Glenn,  Katie  Schramm,  Anita  Thomas,  and  Ashton  Smith. 

The  Rev’d  Dabney  Smith  was  called  upon  next  as  Chair  of  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes.  He  praised  St  Francis’  Church,  Chesterton,  for  their  hard 
work  and  moved  the  adoption  of  resoution  #3:  to  admit  St  Francis  to  parish  status.  The 
resolution  passed  and  the  Bishop  called  The  Rev’d  Jack  Meyer  and  members  of 
congregation  present  to  be  welcomed  by  convention.  Fr  Meyer  introduced  members 
of  the  congreation  and  thanked  various  clergy  and  lay  people  who  had  helped  to  make 
this  event  pKDssible. 

The  Bishop  next  nominated  The  Rev’d  Canon  John  Schramm  to  be  Secretary  of 
Convention  and  Mrs  Sharon  Katona  to  serve  as  Treasurer;  Convention  approved.  He 
next  apppointed  Mr  Joseph  Weaver  to  be  convention  Parliamentarian  and  Mr  David 
Wright  to  be  Diocesan  Chancellor. 

A  special  order  of  business  now  occured:  the  presentation  by  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  new  constitution  for  its  second  reading  and  the 
proposed  canons.  The  Rev’d  Stephen  Gerth,  Chairman,  was  introduced  and  moved  the 
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adoption  of  Resolution  #1,  regarding  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution.  The  vote  was 
unanimous  in  its  approval  of  Resolution  #  1  and  the  new  Constitution  was  adopted. 

Fr  Gerth  now  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  #2  regarding  the  proposed  canons. 
He  asked  that  Convention  pass  the  canons  as  presented  and  allow  the  committee  to 
work  out  any  small  changes  that  still  needed  to  be  made,  along  with  cleaning  up  the 
language  as  required.  Discussion  followed.  The  Rev’d  Derek  Harbin  rose  to  offer  an 
amendment:  That  in  Canon  7,  section  3  and  Canon  1 1 ,  section  2,  the  word  "confirmed" 
be  inserted  before  the  word  "communicant"  wherever  the  latter  occurs.  This  was 
seconded  and  passed.  When  the  resolution  as  amended  was  offered  for  a  vote,  it  also 
passed  and  that  unanimously. 

Fr  Comer  now  reported  that  53  clergy  and  86  lay  people  were  registered  and 
present. 

Mrs  Nancy  Moody  was  then  called  upon  to  present  the  report  of  The  Standing 
Nominating  Committee,  as  follows.

The  Bishop  explained  that  a  first  round  of  voting  on  all  offices  would  take  place 
at  one  time.  In  run-off  elections,  the  lowest  vote-getter  in  each  order  was  to  be  dropped 
from  further  rounds  of  balloting.  In  the  special  case  of  electing  an  extra  lay  j>erson  to 
the  Standing  Committee  (because  of  the  new  canon)  the  highest  vote  getter  on  the  last 
ballot  was  to  declared  elected  for  a  3  year  term,  and  next  highest  for  the  2  year  term. 
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Now  the  Bishop  gave  time  for  further  nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  of 
the  offices  just  listed.  There  being  none,  convention  took  voted  on  ballots  #2,-  5. 

Bishop  Gray  now  made  various  committee  app>ointments  as  listed  in  the 
directory  [vid.  supra). 

Mrs  Katona  was  introduced  to  present  the  treasurer’s  report.  She  reported 
that  medical  premiums  for  the  diocesan  policy  on  clergy  would  rise  by  14%  ($1665 
for  a  family  per  quarter — $723  per  quarter  single).  No  questions  were  asked  regarding 
the  financial  reports. 

Fr  Kallenberg,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee,  introduced  the  Prop>osed  Budget. 
He  reported  good  news  on  the  money  front:  assessments  are  anticipated  for  1994  to 
increase  by  6.75%  with  no  increase  in  rates.  The  pooled  income  fund  is  now  offering 
returns  of  5.2%  net.  It  has  current  assets  of  $  1 .8  million.  Fr  Kallenberg  moved  budget 
for  the  finance  committee.  It  was  unanimously  passed.  He  reported  that  the  finance 
committee  is  also  planning  to  start  an  equity  fund  as  soon  as  funds  and  details  can 
be  worked  out.  There  is  need  of  at  least  $  1 70,000  in  order  to  start  the  fund  with  Society 
Bank. 

A  coffee  break  was  ordered  at  09:50;  Convention  resumed  at  10:08  The  Bishop 
commended  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  for  their  hard  work  for  two 
years.  Convention  gave  a  warm  expression  of  thanks  to  Mr  David  Wright,  Mr  James 
Pankow,  Fr  Stephen  Gerth,  and  Canon  David  Seger. 

Now  that  the  diocese  has  a  new  Constitution  and  Canons,  Bishop  Gray  apjjointed 
a  committee  to  examine  diocesan  structure:  Mr  Lee  Lacey,  Mrs  Nancy  Moody,  Fr 
Dabney  Smith,  Canon  David  Seger,  and  Fr  John  Blakslee.  The  committee  is  to  meet 
and  report  back  to  convention  next  year  on  how  the  diocesan  structure  fits  with  new 
constitution  and  canons. 

Next  Bishop  Gray  delivered  his  annual  address  to  Convention  (vid.  infra}. 

A  major  presentation  of  the  Centennial  Fund  Campaign  now  took  place.  The 
Bishop  introduced  Mr  Bob  Bullock,  the  Lay  Chairman,  who  spoke  to  Convention  and 
introduced  other  members  of  his  committee:  Mr  Phil  Eddy,  Major  Gifts  Chairman;  Fr 
Dabney  Smith,  Clergy  Chairman;  Fr  Michael  Basden,  Spiritual  Emphasis  Chairman; 
and  Mrs  Charlotte  Strowhom,  Chair  of  the  Kickoff  Dinner.  Other  members  of  the 
committee  include:  Fr  Richard  Kallenberg,  Fr  Patrick  Ormos,  Fr  Frank  Moss,  Mrs  Lloyd 
Bane,  and  Mr  John  Collins,  Also  introduced  was  Mr  Don  Weyl,  campaign  counsel,  and 
Ms  Darla  Horvath,  campaign  secretaiy.  Mr  Glenn  Holliman,  President  of  Holliman 
Associates  was  also  introduced  and  spoke  to  Convention  about  the  campaign.  Mr  Eddy 
spoke  of  the  need  for  the  campaign  and  asked  for  the  prayerful  support  of  the  whole 
diocesan  family.  Mrs  Strowhom  told  Convention  that  the  date  for  the  kickoff  dinner 
had  already  been  set:  Friday,  March  4th,  1 994,  in  South  Bend.  Mr  Don  Weyl  then  spoke 
about  the  congregational  part  of  the  campaign  which  begins  officially  on  March  4. 
March  13th  has  been  designated  Dedication  Sunday,  The  six  weeks  following  is  the 
heart  of  the  campaign.  Each  congregation  is  asked  to  have  leadership  team  in  place 
by  January  for  training  during  the  last  3  Saturdays  of  that  month  and  the  first 
Saturday  in  Febmary.  The  idea  is  to  carry  on  an  every  member  visitation  in  each 
congregation.  Mr  Holliman  then  spoke  about  planned  giving  in  general  and  how  it  fits 
into  the  capital  campaign.  The  diocese  has  produced  a  planned  giving  brochure,  and 
examples  were  given  to  Convention. 

Election  results  were  now  rep>orted: 

The  Rev’d  Robert  Chiles  and  Mrs  Betty  Jo  Boyer  were  elected  to  the  Cathedral 
Chapter. 

The  Rev’d  John  Blakslee  and  Mrs  Fanny  Clement  were  elected  to  The  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana  Foundation. 

The  Rev’d  Stephen  Gerth  was  elected  in  the  clerical  order  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  but  there  was  no  election  in  the  lay  order.  Mr  Randy  Powers  and  Mr 
Thomas  Wombwell  were  removed  from  the  ballot  and  another  round  of  voting  was 
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ordered. 

The  Rev’d  David  Hyndman  was  elected  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  with  The  Rev’d 
Patrick  Ormos  elected  alternate. 

Bishop  Gray  then  order  ballot  #6  to  be  taken,  a  run  off  for  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  election  in  the  lay  order  was  between;

Mr  David  Nash  and 
Mr  Charles  Wicks 

Brian  Grantz  was  now  introduced  for  a  report  on  youth  ministry— for  the  last  time 
since  he  is  going  to  seminary  next  fall.  After  Convention  he  will  also  take  a  one  month 
sabbatical  to  do  some  writing  on  youth  ministry.  Mr  Grantz  recognized  the  long  years 
of  work  with  diocesan  youth  by  Fr  Hymndman — this  last  summer  was  his  26th  year 
at  summer  camp.  (vid.  infra  for  Mr  Grantz’  report.) 

Archdeacon  Sarah  Tracy  commended  the  written  report  by  the  diocesan  Deacons 
to  the  notice  of  Convention.  She  added  that  the  Deacons  recommended  to  Convention 
that  the  doxology  be  sung  in  thanksgiving  for  the  ministry  of  our  bishop  and  his  work 
with  diaconate.  Convention  responded  by  standing  and  singing  the  same. 

Now  the  Rev’d  Dabney  Smith  rose  to  speak  for  the  Congregational  Revitalization 
and  Development  Committee.  He  expressed  both  encouragement  and  frustration.  He 
had  hoped  last  year  to  report  that  two  new  congregations  were  started  by  this 
convention,  but  was  not  able  to  do  so  yet.  The  CCR&D  has  had  to  move  slow  so  as  not 
to  make  costly  mistakes  with  limited  funds.  For  example,  the  Committee  could  not 
move  ahead  with  Canon  9  type  ministries  without  further  discussions  on  the  nature 
of  Canon  9  ministries  with  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Commission  on  Ministry. 
On  the  positive  side,  1 1  congregations  have  received  the  demographic  studies.  All 
parishes  are  urged  to  use  these.  The  first  of  three  seminars  on  church  growth  has  been 
held.  Two  more  are  to  come  in  April  and  October  1994.  There  is  ample  opportunity 
for  planting  new  churches.  A  plan  is  now  underway  to  develop  a  job  description  for 
a  missioner  to  work  on  south  side  of  South  Bend.  The  CCR&D  wants  to  learn  from  a 
successful  church  start  up  so  as  to  be  able  to  begin  others.  It  is  also  hoped  to  begin 
a  new  congregation  in  Wabash  within  the  year.  A  telephone  campaign  will  be  conducted 
in  J  une  1 994  to  invite  unchurched  people  to  a  kick-off  Sunday  in  September.  Fr  Smith 
concluded  by  offering  his  full  support  for  the  capital  fund  campaign. 

A  five  minute  break  was  ordered  at  11:29;  Convention  resumed  at  11:39.  An 
announcement  was  made  of  a  report  on  ballot  #6.  There  was  no  election  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  but  the  lowest  vote-getter,  Mr  Wicks,  was  removed  and  another  round  of 
voting  ordered.  The  final  vote  was  taken  for  the  lay  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee:  ballot  #7.  The  election  was  between: 

Mr  John  Majjes 

Mr  David  Nash 

Convention  now  began  to  consider  the  proposed  resolutions: 

Resolution  #4,  regarding  the  Christian  Standard  for  Sexual  Union  was  moved  by 
Fr  Kallenberg,  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  After  discussion,  the  resolution 
was  passed. 

Now  came  the  final  report  on  the  final  ballot  for  the  Standing  Committee:  Mr  Nash 
was  elected  for  a  3-year  term;  Mr  Mapes  for  a  2-year  term. 

Noon  day  prayers  were  led  at  12:01  by  Fr  Meyer  of  Chesterton. 

Resolution  #5,  regarding  inclusive  liturgical  language  for  God,  was  moved  by  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  without  an  opinion.  Debate  ensued  and  the  resolution 
finally  failed  of  passage. 

Convention  adjourned  for  lunch  at  12:30  and  reconvened  at  13:32. 

Bishop  Gray  announced  that  Northern  Indiana  is  assisting  the  Diocese  of 
Indianapolis  in  hosting  the  Genercil  Convention  next  summer.  Many  volunteers  are 
needed  from  our  diocese  to  help  in  one  way  or  another.  The  Northern  Indiana  Chairman 
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is  Mrs  Moody. 

Resolution  #6,  regarding  toleration  of  those  who  cannot  accept  women  priests, 
was  moved  by  Fr  Kallenberg,  the  Committee  recommending  adoption.  Discussion 
ensued,  in  the  midst  of  which  Mr  Wicks  proposed  an  amendment:  as  a  substitute  for 
paragraph  #2  of  the  proposed  resolution,  the  amendment  read:  “Be  it  resolved  that  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  will  not  discriminate  against  anyone  because  of  their 
personal  beliefs  regarding  the  ordination  of  women.”  The  amendment  included  the 
deletion  of  the  first  and  third  paragraphs  of  the  original  resolution.  The  amendment 
was  seconded.  Debate  ensued.  Upon  voting,  the  amendment  passed.  Now  the  vote 
was  taken  on  the  main  motion,  which  the  amendment  had  become.  The  resolution 
passed. 

On  behalf  of  the  committee,  Fr  Kallenberg  recommended  the  adoption  of 
Resolution  #7,  regarding  an  amendment  to  the  rules  of  order.  Debate  ensued.  Mrs 
Moody  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  changing  “60”  to  “45”.  It  was  seconded,  but 
failed  on  the  vote.  When  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  proposed  resolution,  it  passed. 

Members  of  St  Francis’  Church  Informed  Convention  that  Fr  Meyer’s  50th 
birthday  was  in  a  few  days  and  asked  that  Convention  sing  happy  birthday.  Convention 
was  happy  so  to  do. 

The  Rev’d  Robert  Fitzpatrick  was  called  upon  to  speak  of  what  is  happening  with 
St  Philip  and  St  James’  Church  regarding  the  relocation  of  the  church  and  the  sale  of 
the  old  building  and  planning  for  the  future  in  a  new  location  in  the  Ft  Wayne  area. 

Bishop  Gray  next  told  convention  about  St  John’s,  Bristol:  before  building  their 
own  church,  they  wanted  to  build  a  church  for  someone  else.  Convention  viewed  a  brief 
video  on  their  trip  to  Honduras  to  construct  a  new  Church  for  a  village  on  the  sea. 

Finally  the  Courtesy  Resolutions  were  presented  by  The  Hon.  E.  Si>encer  Walton: 

A:  Greetings  to  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

B:  Greetings  to  Bishop  Otubelu  of  Enugu,  our  companion  diocese. 

C:  Thanks  to  The  Rt  Rev’d  Peter  James  Lee  for  his  Banquet  Address. 

D:  Greetings  to  Bishop  and  Mrs  Sheridan. 

E:  Greetings  to  Mrs  Helene  Klein. 

F:  Thanks  to  the  people  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St  James  for  hosting  the 
convention. 

G:  Thanks  to  the  Diocesan  Staff 

Mr  Walton  noted  that  much  of  the  preliminaiy  work  for  these  resolutions  had  been 
done  by  Canon  Seger  and  Fr  Tracy  who  were  thanked  for  their  work. 

An  invitation  to  Trinity  Church,  Ft  Wayne,  was  extended  by  Fr  Moss  for  next  year’s 
Convention. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  at  14:36  and  Convention  was  adjourned  with  the 
Blessing  of  Bishop  Gray.

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THE  BISHOP’S  CONVENTION  ADDRESS 

1993 


I  would  like  to  begin  this  address,  by  thanking  many  people  to  whom  we  are 
indebted.  The  two  major  issues  to  be  addressed  today  are  the  approval  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  and  the  presentation  of  the  Capital  Funds  Drive.  The 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  the  Honorable  David  Wright,  James  Pankow, 
Joseph  Weaver,  the  Reverend  Canon  David  Seger,  and  the  Reverend  Stephen  Gerth, 
has  been  working  for  two  years  to  bring  us  to  this  day.  They  deserve  our  profound 
thanks  for  this  heroic  effort.  Gentlemen,  please  stand.  I  thank  you  for  passing  these 
two  documents.  While  there  may  be  points  of  debate  on  the  canons,  they  can  be 
changed  yearly.  The  constitution,  however,  takes  two  successive  conventions  for 
change,  and  this  is  the  second  year. 

Now,  in  the  light  of  our  new  canons,  I  will  appoint  a  committee  to  begin  work  on 
the  structure  of  the  diocese.  That  is,  what  organizations  do  we  need  to  effectively  carry 
out  the  work  on  the  diocese?  This  committee  will  be  composed  of  Lee  Lacey,  Nancy 
Moody,  the  Reverend  Dabney  Smith,  the  Reverend  Canon  David  Seger  and  the 
Reverend  John  Blakslee.  They  will  report  back  to  the  diocese  next  year. 

The  other  major  presentation  for  this  convention  concerns  the  capital  funds  drive. 
Later  today  you  will  hear  from  Mr.  Don  Weyl  and  Mr.  Glenn  Holliman  regarding  planned 
gifts.  These  men  are  our  professional  consultants  and  have  given  expert  advice  to  the 
diocese.  Hopefully,  you  already  know  that  we  will  be  raising  1 .75  million  dollars  for  the 
work  of  the  church  in  this  diocese.  One  third  of  the  money  will  be  for  the  opening  of 
new  congregations,  one  third  will  be  to  help  revitalize  existing  congregations,  and  the 
rest  is  for  outreach,  education  and  endowment.  The  1991  Diocesan  Convention 
unanimously  voted  to  do  this  campaign  and  1  need  your  support  and  encouragement 
to  lead  the  diocese  in  that  which  God  has  called  us  to  do. 

Assisting  in  this  effort  will  be  Mr.  Bob  Bullock,  General  Chair,  the  Reverend 
Dabney  Smith,  Clergy  Chair,  Phil  Eddy,  Major  Gifts  Chair  and  a  fine  committee. 

The  text  of  my  address  for  this  convention  comes  from  the  Gospel  lesson  for 
Morning  Prayer  for  today.  As  described  in  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  Jesus  had  sent  the 
disciples  in  a  boat  from  one  side  of  the  Lake  of  Galilee  to  the  other  while  he  went  off 
to  pray.  While  he  was  at  prayer,  one  of  the  strong  winds  blew  up  from  the  Mediterranean 
Sea,  carried  across  the  Galilean  hills  and  descended  to  the  lake,  troubling  the  waters. 
The  same  phenomenon  still  happens  today,  and  while  there  is  no  storm,  there  is  a  very 
strong  wind.  Seeing  the  disciples  from  his  hillside  place  of  prayer,  Jesus  went  to  them, 
walking  on  the  water  and  crying  out  to  them,  “Courage,  it  is  I,  do  not  be  afraid.”  In 
Matthew’s  account  of  this  event,  Peter  needed  clarification  and  asked  to  be  able  to  walk 
toward  Jesus.  Permission  was  granted,  and  Peter  himself  began  to  walk  on  water, 
sinking  as  his  faith  caved  in  to  the  reality  of  what  he  was  doing.  Only  the  hcuid  of  Jesus 
saved  him,  and  when  Jesus  and  Peter  returned  to  the  boat,  the  rest  of  the  disciples 
said  to  Jesus,  “Truly,  you  are  the  son  of  God.” 

Matthew’s  Gospel  has  been  called  the  Ecclesiastical  Gospel,  because  this  book  is 
concerned  with  Ecclesiology,  and  because  it  is  in  Matthew  only  that  the  world  “church” 
appears.  For  me,  Peter’s  action  is  symbolic  of  our  church  life,  and  informs  me  where 
we  are  going. 

1 .  The  church  needs  to  get  out  of  the  boat!  It  was  Peter,  and  Peter  alone  who  said. 
If  it  is  you  Lord,  make  it  possible  for  me  to  come  to  you”.  What  a  bold  assertion  for  a 
fearful  man  who  suspects  that  he  might  be  seeing  a  ghost  and  who  moves  toward  that 
which  troubles  him.  The  other  disciples  were  content  to  stay  put  and  let  Jesus  come 
to  them.  Peter  ventured  out  and  so  must  we. 

The  time  has  come  for  this  diocese  to  move  out  in  faith,  trusting  that,  if  it  is  Jesus 
who  calls  us,  it  is  also  Jesus  who  will  keep  us  afloat.  This  year,  we  will  open  two  new 
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congregations,  even  as  the  capital  funds  money  comes  in;  i>erhaps,  even  before  it  comes 
in.  As  we  start  this  capital  funds  effort,  I  hear  an  occasional  whisper  of  anxiety  2uid 
hint  of  complaint.  Some  people  seem  worried  that  money  might  be  taken  from  “their” 
congregation.  But  the  fact  is,  that  everything  is  God’s.  It’s  not  our  money;  it’s  Gods. 
Jesus  seems  to  have  called  us  to  this  ministry  of  reaching  out  in  His  name,  for  two 
conventions  voted  unanimously  to  proceed.  So  let  us  move  boldly.  Let  us  risk  getting 
out  of  the  boat  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  knowing  that  he  has  called  us  to  be  in  mission 
for  him.  Part  of  the  getting  out  of  the  boat  is  each  congregation’s  willingness  to  accept 
the  goal  for  the  campaign.  This  goal  is  not  an  assessment;  rather  it  is  a  commitment 
on  the  part  of  the  vestry  to  raise  a  certain  amount  of  money  through  voluntary  pledges 
in  the  congregation.  The  rest  of  the  money  is  being  solicited  through  advanced  gifts. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  are  having  good  results  and  have  secured  several  generous 
pledges  for  the  campaign. 

2.  Stop  looking  at  our  own  feet.  Peter  got  out  of  the  boat  and  began  to  move  toward 
Jesus  and  it  was  only  when  he  looked  at  his  own  feet  and  began  to  think  about  himself 
that  he  started  to  sink.  When  his  mind  and  heart  were  focused  on  Jesus,  he  was  fine: 
he  could  do  the  impossible. 

1  believe  we  must  stop  looking  at  our  own  feet!  1  get  weary  of  picking  up  the 
newspaper  and  reading  alx)ut  what  is  wrong  with  the  church.  I  am  tired  of  fellow 
Episcopalians  prophesying  the  doom  of  the  church.  Those  who  offer  Jeremiads  of 
despair  will  get  no  sympathy  from  me,  because  they  are  looking  at  their  own  feet  and 
not  at  Jesus.  The  following  quote  might  be  instructive: 

“If  our  whole  ambition  as  Anglicans  in  America  is  to  be  a  small  but  eminently 
respectable  body  of  Christians,  and  to  offer  a  refine  to  people  of  refinement  and 
sensibility,  who  are  shocked  by  the  irreverences  they  are  apt  to  encounter  elsewhere:  in 
a  word,  if  we  care  to  be  only  a  countercheck  and  not  a  force  in  society:  then  let  us  say 
as  much  in  plain  terms,  and  frankly  renounce  any  and  all  claim  to  Catholicity.  We  have 
only,  in  such  a  case,  to  wrap  the  robe  of  our  dignity  about  us,  and  walk  quietly  along  in 
a  seclusion  no  one  will  take  much  trouble  to  disturb.  Thus  we  will  be  a  Church  in  name 
and  a  sect  in  deed.”  This  quote  continues. 

“But  if  we  atm  at  something  nobler  than  this,  if  we  would  have  our  Communion 
become  national  in  very  truth,  -  in  other  words,  if  we  would  bring  the  Church  of  Christ  into 
the  closest  possible  sympathy  with  the  throbbing,  sorrowing,  sinning,  repenting,  aspiring 
heart  of  this  great  people,  -  then  let  us  press  our  reasonable  claims  to  be  the  reconciler 
of  a  divided  household,  not  in  a  spirit  of  arrogance  (which  ill  befits  those  whose  best 
possessions  have  come  to  them  by  inheritance),  but  with  affectionate  earnestness  and 
intelligent  zeal  ”  The  above  mentioned  quote  is  from  the  writings  of  William  Reed 
Huntington,  one  of  the  framers  of  the  Chicago-Lambeth  Quadrilateral,  and  was  written 
over  a  century  ago  in  1887. 

Now,  where  are  these  signs  of  hope  when  we  look  to  Jesus?  As  1  mentioned  in  last 
night’s  sermon,  over  one-third  of  our  congregations  have  doubled  in  attendance  in  the 
past  five  years.  Further,  six  congregations  already  have,  or  are  getting  ready  to  expand 
their  facilities  to  accommodate  growth.  Further,  a  group  of  Episcopalians  in  the 
Calumet  region  have  formed  a  corporation  called  Episcopal  Community  Services.  The 
goal  of  this  group  is  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked  and  house  the  homeless.  When 
1  went  to  St.  Paul’s,  Munster  two  weeks  ago,  the  hallway  to  the  sacristy  looked  like  a 
grocery  warehouse  with  food  ready  to  be  given  away.  St.  John’s,  Elkhart  has  a  whole 
room  of  food  which  is  constantly  being  given  away.  The  E.C.S.  is  looking  for  a  building 
to  shelter  people  in  transition  from  homelessness  to  being  piermanent  residents.  The 
outreach  portion  of  our  funds  drive  will  assist  us  in  helping  these  groups. 

We  also  need  to  lift  our  eyes  from  the  self  which  speaks  only  English  and  self  which 
thinks  only  suburbs.  There  are  more  and  more  Spanish  speaking  people  in  Northern 
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Indiana.  They  are  in  rural  areas  like  Howe,  LaGrange  and  in  urban  areas  like  East 
Chicago  and  South  Bend.  In  this  city  alone,  there  are  well  over  5,000  Hispanics. 
Further,  the  misconception  that  all  Hispanics  are  either  Roman  Catholic  or  Pentecos- 
tals  is  false.  My  hope  is  that  we  can  begin  an  Hispanic  ministry  not  just  to  “go  for  some 
minorities”.  Rather,  in  the  words  of  Dr.  Justo  Gonzales,  “the  church  needs  to  adopt  a 
vision  of  Catholicity.  The  church  needs  all  kinds  of populations,  notjust  to  warm  the  pews, 
but  to  fulfill  it’s  Catholic  vocation.”  Further,  Dr.  Gonzales  states,  “if  the  mainline 
churches  are  to  be  successful  among  Hispanics,  we  have  to  find  ways  offmding  people 
who  are  Episcopalians  in  their  own  fashion.  ” 

The  same  might  also  be  said  of  churches  in  small  communities.  We  have  healthy, 
functioning,  growing  congregations  in  places  like  Berne,  Logansport,  Rensselaer, 
Culver,  Gas  City  and  Angola  to  name  a  few.  We  must  study  the  strategies  for 
evangelizing  in  small  communities  and  begin  new  work.  As  this  happens,  our  eyes  move 
from  our  feet  toward  the  person  of  Christ. 

In  mentioning  small  communities.  1  must  remind  you  of  our  Northern  Indiana 
Foundation  which  has  benefited  over  half  the  congregations  in  this  diocese  with  low 
interest  loans  and  grants  in  the  past  thirty  years.  Yet,  until  this  year  we  have  never 
received  a  new  contribution  to  this  fund.  The  $575,000  to  be  raised  in  the  campaign 
will  increase  the  size  of  this  fund  from  $  1 25.000  in  assets  to  $700,000,  and  will  enable 
us  to  continue  to  make  grants  and  loans  to  our  congregations. 

Listen  to  Jesus.  The  remarkable  part  of  the  stoiy  of  Peter’s  journey  in  faith  is,  of 
course,  not  Peter,  but  Jesus.  It  is  his  voice,  his  touch,  which  saves  the  day.  The  task 
of  the  church  is  always  that  we  should  be  listening  to  Jesus.  It  is  he  who  calls  the  church 
out,  who  steadies  the  church  and  who  gives  the  church  her  mission.  In  the  Gospel  of 
Matthew,  the  very  last  words  of  the  resurrected  Christ  are  these,  “Go  ye  therefore  and 
make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Teach  them  to  observe  all  the  commandments  I  gave  you.  Lo,  I  am  with 
you  to  the  end  of  the  age.  ” 

Has  there  ever  been  a  more  clear  commandment?  From  Peter’s  acceptance  of  the 
Cornelius  household  to  the  last  person  baptized  on  All  Saints’  Day,  the  command  has 
been  honored.  Sometimes  we  have  been  bold  in  listening  to  the  voice  of  Jesus  -  as  bold 
as  starting  eight  Anglican  Dioceses  in  one  day  in  Nigeria  in  1990.  Sometimes  we  have 
been  timid  by  quietly  offering  confirmation  classes  on  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  rector’s 
study.  But,  however  bold  or  cautious  we  might  be,  the  voice  of  Jesus  is  always  clear, 
“Do  not  be  cfraid,  it  is  I .  .  .now  go  and  make  disciples.” 

When,  like  Peter,  we  clearly  hear  the  voice  of  Jesus  we  are  both  filled  with  awe  and 
moved  to  act  boldly.  The  awe  comes  from  knowing  that  a  clear  voice  is  heard,  and  the 
boldness  comes  from  knowing  that  we  participate  in  God’s  divine  plan.  For  far  too  many 
people,  faith  is  like  an  inoculation.  That  is,  we  are  injected  with  a  small  amount  of  it 
to  prevent  us  from  getting  a  real  case  of  it.  But,  when  the  call  is  heard,  we  must  respond 
and  risk  a  real  dose  of  faith,  for  it  is  the  voice  of  Jesus  who  calls  us  to  risk  the  journey 
of  faith. 

Each  year,  1  give  an  address  to  convention  and  each  year,  before  1  write  the 
address,  1  read  all  the  previous  ones.  It  can  be  rather  boring  work,  but  the  one  year 
1  did  not  do  this,  1  told  the  same  joke  two  years  in  a  row!  This  year,  as  1  read,  1  realized 
that  for  several  years,  1  had  been  reporting  on  the  activities  of  the  congregations  and 
of  the  diocese.  The  addresses  had  been  celebratory:  concerned  with  what  we  had  done. 
This  year,  we  need  to  move  out  in  mission  and  not  concentrate  on  the  past.  It  is  time 
to  mobilize  for  evangelization  -  it  is  time  to  get  out  of  the  boat. 

I  know  there  are  those,  with  some  justification,  who  will  say  that  now  is  not  the 
time  for  their  parish.  Now  is  a  time  to  rebuild  the  crumbling  walls,  time  to  heal  old 
wounds,  time  to  expand  on  the  local  level.  And  for  some,  not  all,  this  is  true.  Recently, 

1  heard  an  apt  description  of  the  Church  by  Cardinal  Sueneus  who  said  that  the  church 
is  not  unlike  those  merchant  ships  in  the  Bay  of  Biscay  during  the  time  of  the  discovery 
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of  the  new  world.  The  owners  of  the  ships  knew  that  the  ships  badly  needed  to  be  in 
dry  dock  yet  they  could  not  afford  either  the  time  or  the  money  to  put  them  there. 
Further,  these  ships  were  needed  to  be  sailing  toward  the  new  world.  So,  a  solution 
was  reached,  that  the  ships  would  set  sail  with  the  needed  repair  materials  on  board 
and  that  half  the  crew  would  sail  the  ships  while  the  other  half  repaired  them.  At  times, 
the  sailors  worked  at  cross  purposes,  for  it  is  difficult  to  both  sail  a  ship  and  repair  it. 
However,  sail  they  did,  and  great  was  the  reward. 

In  the  coming  year,  we  will  be  sailing  and  repairing,  and  above  all,  we  must  listen 
to  the  captain  of  the  ship  of  our  souls  who  tells  us,  as  he  told  those  disciples  on  that 
wind  tossed  sea.  "‘Couragel  It  is  I!  Don’t  be  afraid.”  MT  14:27

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


Note  1  -  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 


A.  Basis  of  Accounting 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  organization  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on  the  basis 
of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements.  Under  this  method  revenue  is  not  recognized 
until  it  is  received.  Likewise,  expenses  incurred  by  the  organization  are  not 
recognized  until  they  are  paid.  This  is  a  comprehensive  basis  of  accounting  other 
than  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 


B.  Loan  Guarantees: 

The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  on  2/23/89  entered  into  a 
guaranty  agreement  for  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James  promissory  notes 
totaling  $150,000.  Balance  as  of  12/31/92  is  $26,500. 


C.  Retirement  Plan 

The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  has  a  defined  Contribution 
Retirement  Plan,  whereby,  individual  contracts  with  Church  Pension  Fund 
are  purchased  for  all  qualifying  employees.  Expensefor  1992  was  $22,6 18.60. 


D.  Income  Tax  Statue; 

The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  qualifies  as  a  tax-exempt 
organization.  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  and  therefore, 
has  no  provision  for  Federal  or  State  Income  Taxes. 


E.  Loans 

Loan  for  $7,986.00  from  Society  Sub-account  (the  Reserve  Account)  to 
finance  the  purchase  of  a  new  copier  was  approved  8/28/90.  Terms:  9% 
interest  rate  on  a  monthly  basis  for  36  months.  Balance  as  of  12/31/92  is 
$3,206.18.  Scheduled  payoff  date  is  12/31/93.

ADDRESS  TO  THE  95TH  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

BRIAN  GRANTZ 

I  stand  before  you  today  to  bid  you  farewell,  for  the  third  year  running.  This  year, 
however,  there  is  a  greater  sense  of  certainty  that  I  will  not  return,  that  the  ministries 
1  have  so  greatly  enjoyed  in  Northern  Indiana  will  be  passed  along  into  another's  hands 
-  that  it  will  be  someone  else  who  exercises  this  great  privilege  of  holding  convention 
hostage  for  five  minutes  or  so.  Indeed,  the  process  for  finding  a  suitably  naive 
replacement  is  being  laid  out  and  much  thought  is  being  given  to  transition.  On  or 
about  August  1st,  1994,  I  will  hopie  to  set  out  for  seminary  in  an  effort  to,  as  Canon 
Seger  likes  to  say,  mess  up  another  good  lay  ministry.  1  don’t  really  see  it  that  way.  1 
believe  it  to  be  the  fulfillment  of  a  call  that  has  been  there  all  along.  Far  from  having 
outgrown  youth  ministry,  this  is  an  opportunity  to  go  further  in.  That  and  1  will  get 
to  wear  those  neat-o  black  shirts. 

Before  1  go,  however,  there  are  a  few  things  which  1  feel  compelled  to  say.  1  believe 
my  colleagues  in  the  diocesan  office  would  agree  that  we  work  in  an  environment  which 
fosters  creativity  and  innovation,  except,  perhaps,  for  our  treasurer,  Sharon  Katona. 
No  one  wants  too  much  creativity  or  innovation  in  finance.  We  are  encouraged  to  share 
our  ideas  with  one  another  and  to  support  one  another  in  ministiy.  It  has  truly  been 
a  great  place  to  learn  and  grow  and  I  really  cannot  think  of  another  place  I  would  have 
preferred  to  spend  the  past  five  and  a  half  years  as  working  on  the  staff  of  the  Bishop 
Francis  C.  Gray. 

But  there  are  a  few  ideas  I  have  had  which  never  made  it  to  press  for  one  reason 
or  another,  and  I  mean  to  end  this  oppression  in  this  public  forum.  For  instance,  I 
believe  Canon  Fodder,  the  monthly  newsletter  for  clergy,  should  have  a  fan  club  known 
as  Fodder,  I  Adore  You. 

I  also  think  that  the  Capital  Campaign  should  have  a  slogan  to  give  it  some 
marketing  impact,  but  all  of  my  suggestions  have  been  rejected  without  discussion.  Let 
me  share  just  a  few  of  them  with  you: 

1)  Brother,  Can  You  Spare  A  Grand? 

2)  Up  With  Purple 

3)  We'll  Give  You  Notre  Dame  and  3  Points  Against  Florida  State 

4)  Give  to  Francis  What  is  Caesar's 

5)  Pleeeaase 

And  I  had  what  I  thought  was  a  wonderful  idea  for  the  continued  development  of 
the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center. 

There  will  be  two  main  buildings.  In  an  attempt  to  balance  humility  with  an 
unabashed  effort  to  hook  those  deep-pocketed  groups  seeking  a  rustic  getaway,  we 
shall  refer  to  these  buildings  as  "shacks". 

The  first  shack,  which  requires  little  renovation  to  the  existing  conference  center, 
will  be  a  stately  and  elegant  edifice,  its  interior  appointed  with  fine  furnishings  and 
tasteful  art  work.  This  restful  resort  will  pamper  its  guests,  gently  preparing  them  for 
programs  of  spiritual  nurture  in  its  spas  and  saunas.  In  a  word,  this  shack  will  be 
"neat". 

The  second  shack  will  appeal  to  a  more  youthful  crowd.  Rather  than  having  beds, 
which  only  take  up  space  where  wrestling  matches  could  occur,  this  facility  will  be 
heavily  padded  throughout.  A  large  common  room  will  be  lined  with  video  games, 
pinball  machines  and  television  monitors  showing  the  latest  in  Contemporary 
Christian  music  videos.  An  art  work  committee  will  replace  the  posters  every  2-3 
months  in  an  effort  to  keep  current  while  being  fiscally  responsible.  This  will  a  radical, 
or  "rad",  place. 

Finally,  in  the  age  of  priests  and  professionals  who  are  too  busy  to  get  away,  let 
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the  Wawasee  Center  come  to  you  in  a  huge  recreational  vehicle.  For  a  nominal  fee,  you 
could  have  all  of  the  spiritual  benefits  of  a  retreat  in  your  own  hometown  or  wherever 
you  want  to  go. 

This  is  my  vision  for  the  Wawasee  Center  which,  incidentally,  will  undergo  a  name 
change  to  reflect  this  new  ministry  approach.  We  shall  call  it  Rad-Shack,  Neat-Shack, 
and  A-Bed-To-Go. 

In  truth,  friends,  this  has  been,  and  is,  a  wonderful  and  exciting  place  to  be.  1  will 
take  my  leave  from  you  carrying  far  more  than  1  brought  with  me.  While  being  the 
Director  of  the  Wawasee  Center  has  been  challenging  and  rewarding  in  many  ways, 
it  is  your  children  and  teenagers  whom  1  will  remember:  Memories  ranging  from  the 
ridiculous,  like  this  verbal  miscue  during  evening  prayer,  "Let  not  the  needy,  O  Lord, 
be  forgiven".  And  the  young  lady  who,  during  a  discussion  on  clergy  misconduct,  asked, 
"Hey,  my  dad's  a  priest.  Does  this  mean  if  1  do  something  wrong  and  he  takes  me  in 
another  room  and  hits  me,  1  can  sue  the  church"?  To  the  sublime,  like  any  given  day 
of  the  Gary  Youth  Project  when  the  face  of  Christ  is  revealed  in  each  and  every  kid  in 
some  way,  and  we  are  close  enough  and  attentive  enough  to  notice.  And  there  were  the 
prayers  of  the  people,  recited  beautifully  by  10  white-faced  clowns  under  a  big  top  who 
uttered  not  a  single  word, 

1  recently  had  the  honor  of  ascending  the  pulpit  in  my  home  parish  in  Camp  Hill, 
Pennsylvania.  There  is  a  pretty  good  view  of  the  crowd  from  up  there,  and  1  realized, 
as  I  looked  out  over  the  congregation,  that  aside  from  my  in-laws  and  one  or  two  other 
people,  1  knew  no  one.  It  was  then  that  1  knew  in  my  head  what  my  heart  has  known 
for  some  time:  Northern  Indiana  is  my  home. 

You,  Northern  Indiana,  have  been  a  joy  and  a  delight  to  me.  You  have  shaped  my 
ministry.  You  have  challenged  me.  You  have  nurtured  me.  You  have  planted  in  me  the 
desire  to  continue  my  journey.  1  hope  one  day  soon  1  will  return  to  tell  you  about  it.  1 
bid  you  farewell. 


REPORT  OF  WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER  COMMITTEE 

This  has  been  ayear  of  learning  and  re-alignment  for  the  center.  The  year  has  been 
the  first  full  year  we  had  had  Brian  Gantz  as  the  director,  and  Mark  Thompson  as  the 
Vicar  of  All  Saints  Mission. 

Through  their  hard  work,  we  have  progressed  on  finding  out  what  we  can  do.  Mark, 
with  helping  us  and  the  Mission  to  understand  "working  together"  much  better.  Brian, 
as  the  director,  finding  out  what  a  full  year  brings  for  operation  and  how  our  budget 
works  or  does  not  work.  We  are  now  a  member  of  Syracuse  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
a  part  of  the  Syracuse  Community  of  Business.  This  is  also  the  first  year  we  have  had 
some  commercial  occupants  during  the  full  year.  This  gives  us  data  to  analyze  our 
income/expenses,  rates,  and  what  to  do  for  the  future. 

An  architect  was  hired  to  develop  a  long  range  plan  for  the  property  and  buildings. 
He  will  have  the  plan  completed  by  January  31,1 994  for  presentation  to  the  committee. 
To  help  him  with  data  input,  the  committee  met  with  him  October  16,  1993  and 
"brainstormed"  ideas  with  him.  This  is  the  start  of  our  10  year  "look  ahead"  program 
we  will  be  working  on  this  coming  year. 

The  last  but  not  least  item,  is  that  we  have  new  committee  members.  They  are: 
Bruce  Shaffner,  Kirk  Philppsen,  Judy  Hamm,  Mike  Skiver  and  Rev.  Peg  Harker.  These 
people  along  with  Dan  Dombeck,  Clay  Moody,  Peg  Denton,  Rev.  Mark  Thompson,  Brian 
Gantz  and  myself,  the  "carry  over"  members,  are  looking  forward  to  1994  as  a  year  of 
long  range  planning  and  action. 

Again,  we  on  the  committee  are  available  to  meet  with  your  Parishes/Vestries/ 
Men's  Clubs/ECW's/  EYC's  or  any  other  interested  groups  to  help  them  understand 
Wawasee. 

Thank  you  for  your  support  of  time,  talents,  treasures  and  prayers.  All  are  very 
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necessaiy  for  our  continuous  operation  of  the  Center. 

Thanks  to  each  committee  member  for  their  commitment  and  work.

THE  CONGREGATIONAL  REVITALIZATION  &  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  past  year  has  been  an  exhilarating  and  frustrating  time  for  the  Congregational 
Revitalization  &  Development  Committee.  Exhilarating  in  that  our  role  is  to  enable  our 
Diocese  to  be  on  the  cutting  edge  of  the  Gospel.  Our  purpose  is  to  help  all  of  our 
congregations  maintain  the  mission  focus  of  what  it  means  to  be  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  both  within  existing  assemblies  of  the  faithful  and  outside  our  parochial 
structures.  The  frustration  has  been  in  our  inability  to  bring  to  life  every  dream  we  have 
for  the  development  of  new  congregations. 

Let  me  address  the  frustrations  first.  Last  year  at  convention  we  had  hop>ed  to 
rep)ort  the  start  of  2  new  congregations  by  this  time.  1,  unfortunately,  cannot  do  so. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  articulate  the  energy  and  the  exasperation  of  many  of  our 
meetings  as  we  have  tried  to  pinpoint  the  exact  locations  and  time  frames  for  new 
church  developments.  I  am  honored  to  be  able  to  represent  to  you  such  an  energetic, 
exciting,  visionary  group  of  Christians.  There  are  so  many  good  ideas  and  ministry 
concepts  to  sift  through  that  we  often  bog  down  in  trying  to  get  out  of  the  starting  gates. 
It  was  and  is  very  energizing  and  frustrating.  And  it  needs  to  be  so.  Our  purpose  would 
be  quickly  deflated  by  making  thoughtless  and  exjjensive  decisions.  Without  going  into 
great  detail,  suffice  it  to  say  that  we  recognized: 

1)  that  we  only  had  a  limited  amount  of  money  available  for  this  work 
and,  therefore,  could  not  do  everything  we  wanted . .  inotherwords,  although 
we  hope  to  be  involved  in  many  areas  of  revitalization  and  development,  we 
can  only  financially  choose  one  or  two  options  at  this  time. 

2)  that  we  could  not  make  church  start  decisions  based  on  Canon  9 
priesthood  and  team  ministry  training  approaches  without  the  continued 
discussions  with  the  Bishop,  the  Canon  to  the  Ordinary,  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  the  Commission  on  Ministry;  and 

3)  that  we  had  to  be  flexible  in  making  evangelistic  church  start-up 
decisions  based  on  existing  diocesan  and  parish  leadership  realities.  So  there 
was  frustration  .  .  .  and  yet  great  energy. 

Here  is  the  energy.  There  have  been  decisions  and  accomplishments. 

1)  Eleven  congregations  have  received  the  Ministry  Area  Profiles  or  CID's  reports. 
These  demographic  studies  are  helpful  for  congregational  decisions  regarding  commu¬ 
nity  outreach  ministries  and  evangelism  to  specific  target  groups.  We  certainly  urge 
the  continued  use  of  these  reports.  Christians  are  sent  out  into  the  world  ...  it  is  good 
for  us  to  know  the  pari  of  the  world  into  which  we  are  sent. 

2)  The  first  of  3  seminars  on  Church  growth  theology,  skills  and  techniques  was 
held  in  September  of  this  year  at  the  Wawasee  Conference  Center.  The  Rev.  George 
Martin,  well  known  for  his  work  with  the  Episcopal  Ad  Project  and  the  establishment 
of  new  congregations  was  the  presenter.  There  will  be  two  more  seminars  with  Fr. 
Martin  in  April  and  October  of  1994.  All  congregations  are  encouraged  to  send 
representatives.  We  must  all  be  concerned  with  seeking  the  unchurched  .  .  .  who  will 
share  the  love  of  Jesus  with  those  who  don't  know  Him  if  Christians  won't?  These 
seminars  are  to  engage  us  in  being  better  disciples  .  .  not  just  to  fill  church  pews. 

3)  We  went  round  and  round  about  where  to  plant  the  first  congregations.  Our 
thoughts  were  to  begin  a  small  fellowship  group  congregation  and  a  suburban  style 
program  sized  congregation.  There  is  ample  opportunity  in  this  Diocese  to  begin  new 
churches.  Our  first  thought  was  to  begin  in  the  Fori  Wayne  area  by  developing  a  cluster 
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ministry  along  the  State  Road  24  corridor.  The  move  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James  forced 
us  to  re-evaluate  our  thinking  as  the  leadership  and  energy  of  the  Fort  Wayne  clergy 
would  and  will  be  an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  a  team  ministry  approach. 
As  PJ's  is  seeking  congregational  revitalization  and  a  renewed  mission  focus  by 
relocation  we  decided  that  one  priority  at  a  time  was  enough. 

The  next  thought  was  the  Calumet  area.  This  area  of  the  diocese  is  sustaining  great 
population  expansion.  We  definitely  desire  to  start  new  congregations  there  of  various 
sizes.  Further  exploration  of  the  demographics  is  needed  and  will  be  on  the  agenda  for 
1 994.  The  search  for  and  purchase  of  property  in  this  part  of  our  diocese  will  be  a  viable 
option  in  the  coming  year. 

The  decision  reached  is  two-fold:  We  intend  to  develop  a  job  description  for  a 
program  sized  congregational  developer  for  the  south  side  of  St.  Joseph  county.  The 
remaining  portion  of  the  1993  diocesan  budget  line  item  will  roll  over  into  1994's  so 
that  we  can  develop  a  salary  package  for  this  job  description.  We  believe  the  resources 
for  a  successful  start  up  are  available  in  this  location.  We  want  to  use  a  successful 
church  start  up  to  learn  from  so  as  to  succeed  in  other  areas  of  the  diocese  in  the  coming 
years.  Our  thinking  is  long  term. 

The  second  part  is  to  begin  a  church  start  in  Wabash.  The  Wabash  Valley  Deanery 
have  taken  on  the  leadership  in  this  endeavor.  1  am  pleased  to  announce  that  they  will 
begin  a  telephone  campaign  in  June  of  1994  to  invite  the  unchurched  in  Wabash  and 
the  surrounding  area  to  the  first  service  of  The  Episcopal  Church  in  Wabash  on  a  kick¬ 
off  Sunday  in  September  of  1994.  Clear  your  calendars  .  .  .  the  call  for  telephone 
volunteers  will  be  forthcoming.  1  commend  the  Wabash  Valley  Deanery. 

There  is  much  more  1  could  say  about  the  needed  efforts  of  this  committee  and  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  1  will  say  that  we  fully  support  the  Capital  Fund 
Campaign.  Our  needs  for  vision  and  personal  efforts  will  continue.  In  many  cases, 
however,  our  goals  will  only  be  realized  with  the  compliment  of  financial  resources.  This 
Capital  campaign  is  a  call  to  persevere  for  the  sake  of  the  Gosp>el .  .  .  not  wealth  for 
wealth's  sake. 

1  close  with  this.  Last  week  1  had  on  behalf  of  our  diocese,  an  engaging  conference 
call  conversation  with  a  group  from  the  parish  of  All  Saints  in  Western  Springs,  Illinois. 
We  discussed  Church  growth,  newcomer  incorp>oration,  and  the  mission  of  the  Church. 
The  reason  for  the  call  was  this—  they  were  inquiring  Into  the  p>ossibilities  of  being 
involved  in  mission  work  in  our  diocese.  They  wanted  to  find  out  how  they  could  help 
in  starting  up  a  new  church  by  being  {>ersonally  involved  in  door  to  door  work,  telephone 
canvassing,  stuffing  envelopes  and  so  on.  Why?  Not  because  they  thought  we  needed 
so  much  help,  they  Initiated  this  call  because  of  a  felt  sense  of  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
century  old  life  of  their  own  parish.  They  decided  the  best  way  they  could  thank  God 
for  the  gift  of  their  congregation  would  be  to  participate  in  the  gift  of  life  of  a  new 
congregation. 

1  pray  that  their  attitude  of  gratitude  and  desire  for  personal  involvement  will  be 
ours  in  the  days  and  years  ahead.  We  exist  in  Christian  faith  to  invite  into  the  life  of 
salvation  those  who  do  not  now  the  personal  love  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  is  no  perfect 
sized  congregation.  Two  or  three  gathered  in  a  living  room  or  two  or  three  hundred 
gathered  in  a  new  church  building  is  our  goal.  Let  us  not  be  afraid  of  the  risk  of  church 
development  or  the  renewal  of  existing  congregations.  The  purp>ose  we  must  choose  is 
to  introduce  others,  and  to  perhaps  ourselves  become  re-acquainted  with  our  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ.  The  church  can  choose  to  impede  this  relationship  or  we  can 
choose  to  help  others  fall  in  love  with  the  giver  of  true  life  .  .  .  this  Jesus  .  .  .  the  one 
in  our  midst  today  .  .  the  one  who  continues  to  call  us  more  deeply  into  his  life. 

Summary  of  Activities: 

The  Congregational  Revitalization  and  Development  Committee  began  its  work  in 
discussion  of  the  feedback  from  the  1992  Convention  reix)rt.  We  discussed  the  need 
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for  action  and  our  concerns  with  not  creating  congregations  with  "unhealthy 
dependencies"  upon  the  diocese.  The  committee  divided  into  several  action  teams  to 
further  explore  geographic  portions  of  the  Diocese;  to  be  in  charge  of  the  processing 
of  Ministry  Area  Profile  Reports  (or  ClD's  reports);  to  set  up  Educational  Seminars  for 
Church  Growth;  and  to  develop  various  proposals  regarding  the  planting  of  new 
congregations  and/or  fellowship  groups. 

The  topics  and  directions  mentioned  above  took  us  down  many  avenues  of  thought 
and  exploration.  We  developed  and  processed  a  proposal  to  create  cell  group  churches 
along  the  State  Road  24  corridor  in  the  Fort  Wayne  area  (we  discussed  this  plan  in 
conjunction  with  Christ  the  King,  Huntington's  search  for  a  new  priest);  the  south  side 
of  St.  Joseph  County  was  viewed  as  a  possibility  for  a  new  church  start;  the  Merrillville 
area  was  explored  for  a  new  church  start;  an  initial  job  description  for  a  Diocesan 
missioner  was  created;  and  a  report  was  presented  with  much  discussion  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  and  the  Congregational  Revitaliza¬ 
tion  &  Development  Committee  by  members  of  the  C.O.M.  and  C.R.  &  D.  who  made 
a  fact  finding  tour  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Michigan.  The  purp)ose  of  this  tour  was 
to  learn  more  about  the  workings  of  the  Canon  9  priesthood  in  conjunction  with 
regional  team  and  cluster  ministry  approaches. 

Some  Actions  Taken 

1)  Several  areas  of  the  Diocese  were  explored  via  the  use  of  the  demographic  study 
Ministry  Area  Profiles.  Eleven  congregations  in  the  Diocese  made  use  of  the  ClD’s 
reports. 

2)  The  "Making  Connections"  seminar  with  the  Rev.  George  Martin  was  presented 
at  the  Wawasee  Conference  Center  on  September  25,  1993.  There  wil  be  two  more 
seminars  in  April  and  October  of  1994. 

3)  A  site  plan  for  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  and  All  Saints  Church  was 
undertaken. 

4)  The  Wabash  Valley  Deaneiy  has  made  preliminary  plans  to  establish  a 
congregation  in  Wabash  in  1994. 

5)  Intensive  studies  of  the  Merrillville  area  were  undertaken. 

6)  Decisions  were  reached  on  the  establishment  of  the  first  program  sized 
congregation. 

Action  Plan  for  1994 

We  intend  to: 

1)  Establish  a  small  congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  Wabash  Valley 
Deanery  in  Wabash  by  the  Autumn  of  1 994. 

2)  Develop  a  job  description  for  a  "church  planter"  and  hire  someone  to  fill  this 
position  in  1994.  The  purpose  will  be  to  begin  a  program  sized  congregation  in  St. 
Joseph  Counly. 

3)  Continue  to  discern  where  the  priority  for  a  church  start  in  the  Merrillville  area 
will  be. 

4)  Continue  the  discussion  of  what  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  needs  for  a 
missioner  overseeing  cluster/regional  ministries.

Additionally,  we: 

1 .  Visited  grant  projects  in  Florida 

2.  Gave  a  report  at  the  Summer  Fair 

3.  Coordinated  a  survey  among  parish  treasurers  relative  to  the  Annual 
Appeal. 

4.  Conducted  a  workshop  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  diocesan  PBF  coordina¬ 
tors. 

The  Diocesan  PBF  Coordinators  meeting  is  a  forum  for  the  exchange  of  information 
between  PBF  coordinators,  church  center  staff  and  board  members.  One  of  the  most 
important  agenda  items  was  a  visit  to  some  of  the  areas  hardest  hit  by  Hurricane 
Andrew.  The  sites  included  Homestead  and  Richmond  Heights.  The  horrendous 
devastation  was  almost  as  apparent  this  May  as  it  was  immediately  after  happening. 

This  coordinator  had  the  opportunity  and  pleasure  of  meeting  the  Right  Reverend 
Schofield  of  the  Diocese  of  Southeast  Florida  who  re-iterated  the  importance  of  a 
national  church,  such  as  ours,  that  enables  members  to  sustain  each  other  in  times 
of  crises. 

The  "great  midwest  flood"  of  1993  has,  without  a  doubt,  put  a  strain  on  all 
organizations  that  provide  funds  during  emergencies  and  the  Fund  was  no  exception. 
Thus  the  Annual  Appeal  of  1994  will  have  an  even  greater  significance.  You  are 
encouraged  to  keep  the  Annual  Appeal  in  your  heart  and  mind. 

This  diocese  made  a  "super  showing "  as  it  was  the  2nd  highest  contributor  within 
Province  V  (approximately  $9,057.75).  A  grant  of  $5,000  was  made  to  the  Social 
Ministries  and  Economic  Justice  program  in  this  diocese.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  School  for  Faith  and  Ministry  consists  of  the 
following:  Deacon  Richard  Miller,  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso;  the  Rev.  Stephen  Gerth, 
Trinity,  Michigan  City;  Deacon  Joseph  Hies,  Cathedral  of  St.  James;  Mr.  Robert 
Klevom,  Cathedral  of  St.  James;  Verna  Oyer,  (asst,  to  the  director),  Christ  the  King, 
Huntington;  The  Rev.  Frank  Moss,  (ex.  of.  chair,  C.O.M.),  Deacon  Sarah  Tracy,  (ex.  of. 
chair,  C.E.). 

Track  One  of  the  School  had  the  following  courses  for  the  spring  semester; 
Spiritual  Formation,  Biblical  Studies,  Church  History  111,  Spiritual  Formation  Dream 
Seminar,  Liturgical  Studies.  There  were  eighteen  students  enrolled.  The  fall  semester 
is:  Spiritual  Formation,  Biblical  Studies,  Journaling,  Introduction  to  Theology, 
Catechumenal  Process,  and  Interfaith  Studies.  There  are  fourteen  students  enrolled. 
The  spring  semester  1994  will  be:  Spiritual  Formation,  Biblical  Studies,  Chrlstology, 
Spiritual  Formation:  Life  Transitions;  the  History  and  Use  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer. 

Track  Two,  the  Deacon  Formation  Program,  has  had  one  student  this  year.  Carl 
Gilland  is  a  candidate  for  ordination.  The  courses  have  been:  The  Deacon  in  the 
Church,  The  Deacon  in  the  World,  The  Deacon  in  the  Liturgy,  Biblical  Studies,  and 
Spiritual  Formation  of  the  Deacon. 

Track  Three,  Continuing  Education  has  been:  Days  of  Prayer  at  Wawasee,  held 
once  a  month,  except  during  Lent  when  the  Days  are  every  Thursday  at  Wawasee.  The 
priests  of  the  diocese  have  been  taking  these  days  during  1993.  Track  Three  has 
sponsored  Days  of  Reflection  on  Lay  Ministry  this  year.  These  days  in  the  spring  were 
for  lectoring,  lay  reading,  and  Lay  Eucharistic  Ministries  A  (Chalice  Bearer)  and  B 
(Taking  the  sacrament  to  the  ill  and  infirm).  This  fall  four  days  have  been  held  in  four 
deaneries  for  the  specific  training  of  the  L.E.M.B.  All  licenses  expire  on  December  31, 
1993  and  need  to  be  renewed  for  the  years  of  1994,  5,  and  6. 

The  Board  of  Directors  meet  quarterly  and  oversee  the  school  along  with  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  tuition  will  be  raised  from  $150.00  per  semester  to  $200.00 
per  semester  starting  with  the  spring  1994  semester.  Book  rates  are  about  $40.00  to 
$60.00  per  semester  and  are  purchased  and  sold  to  the  students  at  booksellers'  i*ates. 
Track  One  is  open  to  all  lay  persons.  Track  Two  is  open  to  those  who  have  been  admitted 
as  candidates  for  ordination  to  the  dlaconate.  Track  Three  is  for  all  lay  ministers  or 
those  who  wish  to  participate.  Retreats  are  held  each  year  for  Track  One  (in  the 
summer)  and  for  Track  Two  (in  January)  and  are  considered  part  of  the  course  work 
of  those  tracks.

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CHRISTIAN  FORMATION  COMBHSSION 

The  past  year  of  1993  the  committee  on  Christian  Ekiucation  has  been  composed 
of  the  following:  Fred  and  Gail  Beuchner,  Cathedral  of  St.  James;  Ruth  Filchak,  Trinity, 
Fort  Wayne;  Maiy  Ann  Holsapple,  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo;  Vonette  Jageman,  St.  Paul’s; 
Verna  Oyer,  Christ  the  King;  Brian  Grantz,  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels;  and  Sarah 
Tracy,  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka. 

The  committee  has  met  three  times  during  the  year.  Two  diocesan  workshops  have 
been  cancelled  because  of  lack  of  participation.  The  summer  workshop  was  combined 
with  a  workshop  on  the  catechumenal  process  held  at  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend.  Three 
mailings  have  gone  out  with  materials  for  the  parishes  this  past  year.  These  mailings 
go  to  the  person  who  has  been  appointed  by  the  rector  or  vestry  to  be  the  "Christian 
Education  Resource  Person"  from  each  of  the  churches  of  the  diocese.  The  last  mailing 
was  a  booklet  entitled  'Whose  Birthday  Is  This,  Anyhow?"  It  is  a  suggestion  for  assisting 
formation  and  instruction  in  the  parishes  on  dealing  with  Advent,  Christmas,  and 
Epiphany  as  Christians  in  our  secular  world. 

The  1993  committee  has  advised  the  diocese  that  a  new  name  for  our  activities 
is  probably  in  order.  Please  see  the  name  at  the  top  of  the  page  for  our  suggestions. 
The  commission  would  be  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  I  would  be  the  Task  Force  on  the 
catechumenate.  Part  II  would  be  the  Task  Force  on  Christian  Education.  Part  II  would 
be  composed  of  the  following:  Catechesis  of  the  Good  Shepherd  and  Godly  Play,  Young 
and  Intermediate  Children,  Youth,  Adults,  and  Mature  Adults. 

Brian  Grantz  and  Sarah  Tracy  were  presenters  at  the  Christian  Education 
Conference  held  in  June  in  Indianapolis.  Clifford  King  Harbin  was  a  presenter  at  the 
Lutheran  Episcopal  Dialogue  meeting  in  Indianapolis  on  the  Catechumenal  Process. 

ST.  BfARGARET'S  HOUSE  ANNUAL  REPORT 
November,  1993 

St.  Margaret’s  House  is  settling  into  a  busy  fall  after  a  summer  of  almost  bursting 
at  its  seams.  During  the  school  vacation  period  lunch  crowds  often  reached  50  to  55 
(up  from  the  usual  20  to  35  during  the  year).  The  number  of  children  also  increased 
dramatically.  St.  Margaret’s  was  stretched  to  the  limit. 

Highlights  of  the  past  year  included: 

*A  separate  telephone  line  was  installed  for  the  use  of  guests.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  ix)pular  services  offered  by  SMH. 

*A  new  dryer  and  a  new  dishwasher  were  purchased  and  a  system  of  sign¬ 
ups  for  use  of  laundry  facilities  was  instituted.  The  two  washers  and  dryers  are  often 
in  continual  use  during  the  day  and  the  increased  numbers  at  lunch  put  a  heavy  load 
on  the  dishwasher. 

‘Several  special  clothing  distributions  took  place.  For  example,  a  "Big  Ladies 
Boutique"  was  held  in  July  and  a  special  "coat  day  ”  took  place  in  October. 

•At  least  18  babies  were  supplied  with  layettes  donated  by  the  Outreach 
Committee  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Kokomo.  St.  Margaret's  is  now  authorized  to  make 
referrals  to  the  Christ  Child  Society  for  children's  clothes. 

•New  self-esteem  and  parenting  sessions  were  inaugurated  during  the  year, 
although  the  pressure  of  numbers  made  it  impossible  to  continue  during  the  summer. 
Grants  are  being  sought  to  support  more  work  in  this  area.  The  Rev.  Tina  Velthuizen 
of  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend,  has  begun  leading  a  series  of  discussions  on  spiritual 
topics. 

•Fundraising  successes  included  a  grant  from  Maria  Anna  Brunner  Fund 
(Dayton,  Ohio)  and  a  $1000  award  from  South  Bend’s  Women’s  Fest. 

Donations,  both  monetary  and  in-kind,  from  individuals  and  groups  throughout 
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the  diocese  have  been  very  important  in  enabling  SMH  to  operate  with  a  modest  cash 
budget.  Long  range  plans  include  the  following: 

♦More  food  storage  is  needed.  Perhaps  a  commercial  size  refrigerator  plus 
additional  shelving  for  non-perishable  goods. 

•Programming  efforts  need  support.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  acquire 
additional  help  to  plan  and  carry  out  children's  activities  next  summer  and  grant 
support  for  parenting  and  self-esteem  progreims  is  being  sought. 

•Hard  used  appliances  need  regular  service  and  some  may  need  to  be 

replaced. 

•Increasing  numbers  make  additional  demands  on  the  volunteer  staff. 
Additional  workers  are  always  welcome.  On-the-job  training  is  provided! 

•The  Steering  Committee  is  exploring  new  avenues  of  fund  raising.  Watch  for 
information  about  new  fund  raising  efforts  soon. 

The  future  holds  promise  as  well  as  challenge.  St.  BAargaret's  continues  to 
deliver  its  own  special  blend  of  support  and  hospitality  to  women  and  their 

children.  Please  keep  us  in  your  prayers.

THE  GREATER  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER 

The  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  is  comprised  of  two  laypersons  and  two  clergy, 
elected  at  Diocesan  Convention,  to  serve  two  year  terms  on  the  Cathedral  Chapter.  One 
clergy  and  one  lay  representative  is  elected  each  year.  Members  of  the  Greater 
Cathedral  Chapter  include:  The  Rev.  Canon  Paul  Bradshaw,  Mr.  Lee  Lacy,  The  Rev. 
Shelby  Scott  and  Mrs.  Connie  Bickell.  The  terms  of  Canon  Bradshaw  and  Mr.  Lacy 
expire  at  this  convention.  However,  Mr.  Lacy  submitted  his  resignation  in  February  of 
this  year  for  reasons  of  business  conflicts. 

Members  of  the  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  attend  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Cathedral  Chapter  and  provide  both  input  and  resource  for  the  business  of  the 
Cathedral.  While  regular  members  of  the  Chapter  function  with  oversight  for  the 
program  life  of  the  Cathedral  Parish,  the  Greater  Chapter  members  are  not  asked  to 
be  involved  in  the  daily  ministry  of  the  Cathedral. 

The  valued  part  of  the  Greater  Chapter  is  to  act  as  a  link  with  the  diocesan  family 
in  helping  the  Cathedral  fulfill  its  mission  of  leadership  within  the  diocese.  Input  of  the 
Greater  Chapter  members  allows  the  Cathedral  leadership  to  hear  the  needs  of  the 
diocese  and  provide  a  vehicle  of  response  to  those  needs. 

In  the  past,  attendance  at  Chapter  meetings,  on  the  part  of  Greater  Chapter 
members,  has  not  been  carefully  observed.  As  the  Cathedral  Chapter  continues  to  re¬ 
organize  itself  for  leadership  ministry,  it  is  expected  that  Greater  Chapter  members  will 
take  a  more  p>ositive  role  in  both  presence  and  input. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Dean  will  be  meeting  with  Greater  Chapter  members  - 
as  a  group  —  to  evolve  guidelines  for  participation  in  the  leadership  ministry  of  the 
Chapter.  The  Cathedral  leadership  will  construct  a  mission  statement  in  early  1994. 
As  the  Cathedral  grasps  a  vision  of  what  we  are  called  to  be  as  a  parish  and  diocesan 
leader,  in  response  to  God’s  call  to  our  corporate  life,  we  will  call  upon  the  talents  and 
resources  of  the  Greater  Chapter  members  in  making  the  goals  and  objectives  derived 
from  that  statement  a  more  productive  part  of  the  larger  fabric  of  our  diocesan  family. 

As  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James  serves  as  a  House  of  Worship  for  the  diocese 
and  a  place  of  fathering  for  our  many  ministries,  we  invite  the  input  of  our  diocesan 
family  through  the  Greater  Chapter.

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THE  BISHOPS  AD  HOC  COBfMITTEE 
FOR  ETHICAL  GUIDELINES  IN  BHNISTRT 

Members  of  this  committee  include  Mr.  David  Wright,  Chancellor,  The  Rev.  David 
Seger,  Canon  to  the  Ordinary,  The  Rev.  Michael  Haas,  Mr.  Brian  Grantz,  Mrs.  Jill 
Basden,  Mrs.  Joanne  Canale,  and  The  Very  Rev.  Frederick  Mann,  Committee 
Chairperson. 

This  committee  was  convened  by  Bishop  Gray  to  address  the  need  for  development 
of  guidelines  and  handbook,  as  mandated  by  the  Church  Insurance  Corp)oration,  to  give 
clear  expectations  to  clergy  and  lay  employees  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese 
in  the  conduct  of  daily  pastoral  and  program  ministry  within  the  Church. 

This  Ad  Hoc  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  27  March  as  a  workshop  with  The 
Rev.  Chilton  Knudsen  as  consultant.  Chilton  is  the  Director  of  the  Administrative  Office 
of  Diocesan  Pastoral  Care  in  the  Diocese  of  Chicago.  Her  primaiy  task  was  to  help  the 
committee  understand  the  emerging  regulations  being  published  by  the  Church 
Insurance  Corporation  regarding  sexual  misconduct  in  the  Church  as  well  as  to  guide 
us  in  the  process  of  evolving  guidelines  for  ethical  and  moral  conduct  as  well  as 
spiritual,  emotional  and  physical  health  in  ministry  for  clergy  and  lay  workers  in  our 
diocese.  Each  diocese  of  ihe  Episcopal  Church  will  be  required  to  submit  such 
guidelines  to  the  Church  Insurance  Corporation  in  order  to  retain  coverage. 

A  second  workshop  was  held  on  1  May  to  finish  the  education  process  and  begin 
establishing  parameters  for  the  work  of  the  committee.  Coordinating  this  work  for  the 
Episcopal  Church  is  The  Rev.  David  Rider.  Part  of  our  task  is  to  interface  with  his  office 
in  New  York  as  new  materials  are  published  and  parameters  for  guidelines  are  fine- 
tuned. 

In  August,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  began  to  discuss  our  handbook  and  its 
construction.  Fr.  Michael  Haas,  Rector  of  Trinity,  Logansjx)!!  and  a  licensed  clinical 
psychologist,  is  writing  much  of  our  material  for  the  ethics  section  of  the  document. 
Other  members  of  the  committee  have  been  assigned  tasks  for  ministry  with  youth, 
conduct  of  lay  employees,  pastoral  response  to  crises  and  guidelines  for  physiccd, 
emotional  and  spiritual  health  of  clergy  and  their  families. 

A  major  national  workshop  is  being  held  in  Chicago  in  mid-October  by  the  Church 
Insurance  Corporation  to  provide  materials  and  further  guidelines  for  diocesan 
compliance  to  the  mandate  for  such  handbooks.  That  seminar  is  being  attended  by  Frs. 
Mann  and  Haas. 

In  the  coming  months,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  plans  to  finish  the  required 
document  and  present  it  to  the  Bishop  for  review.  If  this  material  is  acceptable,  the 
Bishop  will  then  share  same  with  our  diocesan  clergy  and  parish  wardens  in  a  special 
one-day  seminar.  Plans  are  to  have  the  final  handbook  published  and  submitted  to 
Church  Insurance  Corporation  before  the  annual  renewal  date  of  our  policy  in  October 
1994.  Non-compliance  with  CIC  directives  could  result  in  loss  of  coverage  for  the 
diocese  and  parishes  within  that  diocese.  Therefore,  our  work  has  an  Important  time 
value.

The  Ministry  Discernment  Conference,  held  April  16-18,  was  fully  enrolled  with 
16  i>eople  and  several  p)eople  on  the  waiting  list.  The  conference  was  organized  by  Dr. 
Paul  Grifllths  and  involved  most  of  the  members  of  the  commission.  It  was  an 
opportunity  for  all  lay  people  in  the  diocese  to  reflect  on  their  ministries  and  is  required 
of  all  who  think  they  might  want  to  pursue  ordination.  We  plan  to  do  a  similar 
conference  in  April  of  1994. 

One  of  the  deep  concerns  of  our  Bishop  and  of  the  Commission  i  is  the  rising  cost 
of  seminary  training  and  the  shrinking  number  of  full  time  parish  positions.  A  group 
from  the  Commission  cind  the  Congregational  Revitalization  and  Development  Com¬ 
mittee  spent  a  weekend  in  the  diocese  of  Northern  Michigan  in  May  to  explore  their 
irmovatlve  approach  to  trsdning  and  ordaining  indigenous  clergy  to  serve  in  small 
parishes.  We  continue  to  consider  what  new  approaches  we  might  implement  in  our 
diocese  to  provide  ordadned  help  in  all  our  parishes. 

Currently,  the  Diocese  has  three  people  in  Semincuy:  Linda  Hughes  at  Seabury 
Western,  Tom  Filchak  at  Sewanee,  and  Dan  Hamby  at  Nashota  House. 

Two  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  resigned  during  the  year.  The  secretary 
of  the  commission,  Jo  Anne  Canale  resigned  when  she  and  her  family  moved  out  of  the 
state.  Her  presence  on  the  commission  will  be  sorely  missed.  The  Rev.  Carl  Bell  also 
left  the  Commission. 

As  we  enter  1994,  we  will  continue  to  focus  on  ways  in  which  we  can  support  and 
encourage  the  ministries  of  all.

The  Annual  weekend  retreat  for  the  School  For  Faith  and  Ministry  was  conducted 
in  August  by  the  commission.  The  retreat,  which  included  films  and  talks  about 
addictions,  as  usual,  emphasized  small  group  discussions  and  participation  in 
Christian  formation  exercises  based  on  the  12  step  program  as  adapted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Robert  G.  Certain  in  a  program  called  "The  Spiritual  Quest".  This  was  the  first  retreat 
in  which  members  of  the  school  participated  in  the  actual  presentations. 

We  are  excited  about  the  possibilities  of  "The  Spiritual  Quest"  Christian  Spiritual

Direction  exercises.  It  is  a  a  very  good  source  for  bringing  the  12  step  program  into  the 
daily  lives  of  Christians  whether  they  are  "addicted "  or  not.  (We  all  are  addicted  to  sin.) 

At  St.  John  The  Evangelist,  Elkhart,  we  are  actively  pursuing  the  program  in  a 
very  small  Christian  Formation  group.  We  are  finding  that  the  program  lends  itself  to 
a  daily  exercise  which  doesn't  require  large  sections  of  time  to  be  committed,  which  is 
a  plus  for  busy  people.  It  gives  a  person  time  for  reading,  reflection  and  prayer.  The 
Chair  uses  the  daily  exercise  as  a  personal  quiet  time  with  God  in  the  early  hours  while 
"the  house"  sleeps.  The  Venerable  Arch  Deacon  Sarah  Tracy  gave  us  a  copy  of  this 
resource,  for  which  we  thank  her. 

The  Chair  attended  the  annual  RACA  retreat  at  Fatima  in  May.  RACA  stands  for 
"Recovering  Alcoholic  Clergy  Association"  which  is  an  Episcopal  Clergy  association. 
Most  of  the  members  are  from  the  U.S.  but  we  have  a  few  Canadians  and  overseas 
members  also.  We  will  have  a  booth  at  the  national  convention  in  Indianapolis  next 

year.  The  Chair  will  help  man  the  booth. 

The  chair,  along  with  several  unnamed  others  from  the  Elkhart/South  Bend  area, 
will  attend  the  annual  retreat  of  recovering  alcoholics  at  Perpetual  Help  Retreat  House 
in  Occonomowoc,  WI  the  weekend  before  Thanksgiving  and  will  continue,  with  another 
Deacon,  to  serve  as  a  Spiritual  Director  for  the  weekend. 

The  Commission  Is  a  willing  resource  for  the  Diocese.  We  make  presentations, 
conduct  retreats,  show  films,  conduct  Interventions  and  talk  to  people.  We  are 
available.  One  has  only  to  ask.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEACONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  TO  THE  1993  CONVENTION 

A  dispute  also  arose  among  them  as  to  which  one  of  them  was  to  be  regarded  as 
the  greatest.  (25)  But  he  said  to  them,  "The  kings  of  the  Gentiles  lord  it  over  them;  and 
those  in  authority  over  them  are  called  benefactors.  (261  But  not  so  with  you;  rather 
the  greatest  among  you  must  become  like  the  youngest,  and  the  leader  like  one  who 
serves.  [27]  For  who  is  greater,  the  one  who  is  at  the  table  or  the  one  who  serves?  Is 
it  not  the  one  at  the  table?  But  I  am  among  you  as  one  who  serves".  Luke  22:24-27 
With  these  words,  spoken  to  the  ones  who  would  become  the  Church,  Jesus 
defined  his  ministry  and  the  ministries  of  his  followers.  Our  leadership  among 
ourselves  and  in  the  world  is  not  to  be  like  the  leadership  the  world  knows  and  practices. 
"Not  so  with  you  ..."  are  the  words  of  our  Lord  when  he  spoke  of  the  leadership  style 
most  prevalent  in  the  dominant  culture.  He  continued;  "the  greatest  among  you  must 
become  like  the  youngest,  and  the  leader  like  one  who  serves."  The  Gospels  are  full  of 
references  to  servant  ministiy  (diakonia) .  The  Gospels  are  also  full  of  stories  of  the  kinds 
of  service  our  Lord  performed  when  he  walked  among  us.  The  Gospels  however,  do  not 
contain  any  references  to  "deacons."  In  other  words,  the  Church,  not  just  a  few 
individuals  who  are  "members  of  the  Church,"  has  been  called  by  Jesus  to  a  servant 
ministiy. 
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By  whose  authority? 

The  Church  in  turn,  created  the  office  of  deacon.  The  first  deacons  were  literally 
servants.  They  were  the  ecclesiastic  equivalent  of  table  waiters.  As  the  Church  grew 
and  matured,  and  as  the  diaconate  also  matured,  deacons  came  to  be  seen  as  the  icons 
of  the  Church's  servant  ministry.  The  deacons  of  the  Diocese  have  not  been  ordained 
to  be  "among  you  as  ones  who  serve."  We,  like  each  of  you,  were  baptized  for  that. 
Deacons  are  ordained  to  provide  a  sure  and  certain  way  for  the  Church  to  be  reminded 
that  we  are  each  called,  as  members  of  the  Church,  to  a  servant  ministry  in  the  name 
of  Jesus.  Deacons  are  also  ordained  to  help  the  Church  figure  out  what  is  means  to 
be  servants  in  the  namie  of  Jesus.  That  is,  just  any  service  won’t  do.  We  are  a  peculiar 
people  called  to  a  peculiar  way  of  life.  Part  of  our  peculiarity  is  that  we  define  right  and 
wrong,  good  and  evil  and  what  servant  hood  is,  in  reference  to  the  one  who  said  "1  am 
the  way,  the  truth  and  the  life"  none  other  than  Jesus  Christ.  What  then,  is  this  servant 
hood,  diakonia,  to  which  the  Church  is  called? 

What  was  Jesus'  "ministry?" 

There  are  many  Gospel  stories  of  Jesus  healing  people.  He  healed  a  paralyzed  man 
(Luke  5:  17-20).  He  healed  the  centurion's  slave  (Luke  7:  3-10).  He  healed  a  boy  who 
was  on  his  death  bed  who  was  the  son  of  a  royal  official  (John  4:47  -  54).  He  healed 
the  leper  (Matthew  8:  1-4).  The  ministry,  the  servant  hood  of  Jesus,  involved  healing. 
Yet  we  don’t  confine  Jesus’  ministry  by  saying  that  his  diaconal  ministry  was  as  a 
paramedic  or  a  doctor  or  nursel  Indeed,  the  servant  hood  of  Jesus  took  many  forms. 
He  confronted  and  converted  the  woman  at  the  well  (John  4:  2-28).  We  don’t  confine 
Jesus’  ministry  by  saying  that  his  diaconal  ministry  was  that  of  pastoral  counselor. 
Pastoral  counseling,  as  was  healing  physical  ailments,  was  a  part  of  the  servant  hood 
of  Jesus  but  not  the  whole  story.  Likewise,  the  Church  is  called  to  be  of  service  in  many 
ways.  But  always  we  are  to  remember  that  our  service  is  done  in  the  name  of  Jesus. 
Our  service  is  not  to  be  judged  by  how  useful  it  is  to  the  world  in  advancing  the  world’s 
own  agenda.  Our  service  is  not  to  be  judged  by  how  "nice"  we  are  to  those  with  whom 
we  come  in  contact.  Our  service  is  to  be  judged  in  terms  of  how  well  it  reflects  the  will 
of  our  Master.  For  example,  let  us  consider  the  healing  of  the  paralytic  who  was  lowered 
into  the  house  through  the  roof.  Jesus  not  only  healed  the  man’s  physical  paralysis, 
he  pronounced  that  his  sins  were  forgiven.  Another  example  is  of  the  woman  who  was 
to  be  stoned  for  adultery.  Jesus  prevented  her  stoning  by  sa5dng  that  the  one  who  was 
without  sin  should  cast  the  first  stone.  That  saved  the  woman’s  life.  However,  he  did 
not  stop  there.  He  did  not  simply  help  the  woman  out  of  her  predicament  and  then  send 
her  off  to  do  adultery  again.  Instead,  he  acknowledged  her  sinfulness  and  then  told  her, 
"go  and  sin  no  more."  Jesus  did  not  allow  his  helping,  his  servant  hood,  to  make  him 
an  "enabler"  or  a  ’’codependent. ’’  Our  service  must  be  undertaken  with  the  same 
faithfulness  to  life  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  was  Jesus’.  This  is  difficult  because  we 
live  in  a  world  that  judges  us  and  reaches  us  to  judge  ourselves,  based  on  how  useful 
we  are  to  the  world.  Our  only  hope  of  being  faithful  to  our  call  to  be  servants  in  the  name 
of  Jesus,  is  to  understand  that  our  action  must  be  defined  and  directed  by  the  Church. 

Our  "ministries"  are  as  the  hands  and  feet  of  Jesus 

Moreover,  just  as  the  servant  hood  of  Christ  was  not  limited  to  merely  healing  or 
performing  pastoral  care  or  working  with  the  handicapped  when  he  walked  among  us, 
neither  can  the  ministry  of  Jesus  be  narrowly  defined  or  narrowly  confined  to  only  one 
or  two  types  of  service  now  that  we  are  the  ones  who  perform  this  ministry  in  his  name. 
Deacons  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  are  currently  involved  in  ministries  to  those 
with  aids,  in  ministries  to  the  homeless  and  the  hungry,  in  ministries  of  education  and 
formation  of  youth  and  adults  and  in  many  other  forms  of  ministry.  The  specific  tasks 
that  each  of  us  perform  in  the  world  are  not  as  important  as  the  fact  that  those  tasks 
are  all  outgrowths  of  our  baptism  and  are  all  ministries  performed  through  the  Church, 
in  the  name  of  Jesus.  Because  our  ethic  of  servant  hood  is  Church  dependent,  our 
various  forms  of  service  share  a  commonalty  of  vision.  That  is  the  vision  of  a  Church 
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that  has  learned  how  to  be  in  the  world  in  such  a  way  that  the  world,  through  the 
Church,  comes  to  understand  its  need  of  salvation  and  that  the  source  of  that  salvation 
is  Jesus  Christ.  Our  vision  is  of  a  Church  that  feeds  the  hungry,  houses  the  homeless, 
engages  in  healing  ministries,  provides  access  to  our  facilities  for  the  handicapped, 
honors  the  dignity  of  each  human  being,  provides  pastoral  care  and  visitation  to  those 
who  are  sick  or  shut  in,  because  we  are  called  to  be  the  body  of  Christ  and  these  are 
the  things  that  Christ  would  have  his  body  do. 

A  Diocesan  Center  for  Servant  Rlinistiy 

If  we  are  to  be  sure  that  the  servant  hood  of  the  Church  is  to  continue  and  to  grow, 
then  we  see  a  need  for  the  Diocese  to  pay  systematic  and  systemic  attention  to  our  call. 
To  this  end,  the  Deacons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  through  this  document, 
share  with  your  our  vision  of  a  Diocesan  Center  for  Servant  Ministry.  Our  vision,  like 
the  renewed  diaconate  from  it  is  has  come,  is  still  young  and  undeveloped.  However, 
we  can  see  some  of  the  outline.  We  see  a  Center  for  Servant  Ministry  as  a  Diocesan 
resource  for  the  involvement  of  each  parish  in  the  Diocese  in  doing  diakonia. 
Tentatively,  we  see  the  Center  for  Servant  Ministry  as  having  leadership  from  a 
committee  that  is  composed  of  one  lay  person  from  each  deanery,  three  deacons  and 
two  priests.  As  a  Diocesan  organization,  the  Center  will  function  under  the  general 
direction  of  our  Bishop.  In  keeping  with  the  wish  of  Bishop  Gray  to  devote  this  year's 
convention  primarily  to  building  a  foundation  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  through  a 
capital  fund  drive,  we  offer  no  resolutions  and  we  seek  no  volunteers  to  serve  in  the 
Center  for  Servant  Ministry.  Instead,  we  are  using  this  occasion  to  let  you  know  what 
we're  up  to.  During  the  coming  year,  we  will  be  concentrating  on  this  vision  for  servant 
ministry  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  We  will  pray  together  and  study  together 
and  take  counsel  together  with  our  Bishop.  We  are  also  inviting  anyone  who  reads  this 
document  and  who  wishes  to  be  a  part  of  the  creation  of  the  Center  for  Servant  Ministry 
to  please  contact  Deacon  Rich  Miller  in  care  of  St.  Andrews  Church,  100  Erie  Street, 
Valparaiso,  IN  46383.  Deacon  Rich  is  not  the  boss.  He  has  volunteered  to  help  facilitate 
the  participation  of  those  who  wish  to  be  part  of  this  enterprise.  It  is  our  intent  to  bring 
to  the  1994  Diocesan  Convention,  the  necessary  resolutions,  etc.  to  make  the  Center 
for  Servant  Ministry  a  reality.  And  now,  may  each  one  who  reads  this  document.  Go 
in  peace  to  love  and  serve  the  Lord!

RESOLUTION  #5 

Concerning  the  Use  of  So-Called  Inclusive  Language  for  God 

(Failed) 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  rejects  the  use  of  so-called 
"inclusive  language"  or  "non-gender  specific  language"  in  reference  to  God  as  contrary 
to  the  Christian  Faith;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  that  this  convention  requests  that  its  deputies  to  the  1994 
GeneralConvention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  oppose  any  measure  which  would  approve 
or  give  implied  approval  to  the  use  of  such  language  for  God  in  the  liturgy  of  the  Church. 
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RESOLUTION  #6 
Concerning  Toleration  for  those 
who  cannot  accept  the  innovation  of  the  Ordination  of  Women 

(Passed  as  Amended) 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Dicx^ese  of  Northern  Indiana  will  not  discriminate 
against  anyone  because  of  their  personal  beliefs  regarding  the  ordination  of  women. 

RESOLUTION  #7 

Resolution  to  Amend  the  Rules  of  Order 

(Passed) 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Rules  of  Order  for  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  be  amended  to  substitute  the  following  for  the  present  Rule  number  3: 

3  a.  All  resolutions  and  a  written  report  from  the  Nominating  Committee  shall 
be  completed  and  circulated  to  the  convention  delegates  at  least  sixty  (60)  days  prior 
to  the  Convention. 

3  b.  Any  resolutions  submitted  after  this  date,  other  than  courtesy  resolu¬ 
tions,  will  require  a  two  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  present  in 
order  to  be  considered  by  the  Convention.
